Spanish peanuts is to cut and cure 


the vines for hay and then turn 


hogs into the field to gather the 
crop of nuts. 
Ciood judgment is required in 
harvesting the peanuts, as all the 
nuts do not ripen at the same 


time. If digging is started too ear­ 
ly, many of the nuts will be unrip* 
and if it is put off too long the 
first ripened nuts are likely to 
have started to grow. The digging 
should he done at the time tin- 


greatest yield of ripe nuts can be 
secured. In sections of early frost 
the harvesting must be done be­ 
fore frost in order to get the best 
hay from the vines. In tin* South 


weather, 
but 
usually

about a month. 
In the dryer districts of Okla- 
home and Texas the peanuts are 
oosened up by running the shear 
of the turning plow with tin- mold 
board removed just deep enough 
to cut the root below the nuts. 
The plants nr*1 then raked into 


w in d r o w s with a hay rake and in 
a day or two, depending on how 
quick they cure, they are put into 
stacks convenient for threshing. 
The nuts are then threshed with a 
regular peanut thresher and the 
hay haled or stored or sold. 
The vines should not be stacked 
until th«- leaves become well w i l t ­ 


ed but before the leaves becorm 
brittle. W hen the shocking is don* 
before the leaves are wilted the 


vines heat and are likely to be­ 
come moldy.
